Children age 7 or older are in first grade for a variety of reasons: their parents kept them in preschool 
or at home longer; they turned 6 after a state-mandated cut-off date; they were retained in 
kindergarten or first grade; or they missed school due to illness or other reasons. In general, 
between 1972 and 1993, first-grade students from low income families were more likely to be age 7
